Recuperative Powers of Germany| 
Overrated Declares Henry 
Higgs 


HOOVER'S IDEA WRONG 


Country Suffers from Jack of 
Capital But Should Fay 
Eventually 


TORONTO, Oct, 19. — Henry 
Higgs, a well-known British fi- 
nancial expert, a barrister of the 
Middle Temple, London, and pub-| 
lisher of a number of books on! 
political economy and kindred 
subjects, in an interview in To- 
ronto here expressed the opinion 
that the allies should deal leni- 
ently with Germany in the matter 
of reparations. 

With regard to a recent speech 
of Herbert Hoover, the United 
States secretary of commerce, de- | 
elaring that Germany should be 
made to pay every cent of the 
reparations due from her, Mr. 
Higgs said: 

“I think he takes a very sanguine 
view, ®ut that he overrates a little the 
recuperative powers of Germany. Ho 
does ‘not mention Germany's lom of 
territory—Aleace, Uuper Silesia, her 
octonies, or the low of her shipping, 
the charges she has to bear for the 
army occupation or the fact that 
France ie working the coal mines of 
the Gaar Vailey. At present I think 
Germany is euffering severely from 
lack of capital, but that she can and 
ought to pay something eventually.”

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The Second Chance 

The Minister of the Interior an- 
nounces that homesteaders in 
southern of the province 
who find that they cannot make 
good there will be allowed to 
abandon their farms and take new 
homesteads in, the central and 
northern of ithe province 
where rainfall is better assured. 
That is e departure from the prin- 
ciple of ‘‘one man, one home- 
stead.’’ It involves discrimination 
between one party and another, 
since some who have already ex- 
hausted their homesteading rights 
will be allowed to acquire another 
quarter section of fréé land from 
the public domain. 

Obviously this policy will have 
to be hedged about with regula- 
tions, and administered with-reso- 
lute impartielity, to prevent 
abuse. Who is to decide whether 
a southern farmer has ‘‘made 
good’’ or can make good where he 
is, will be the critical point in the 
scheme. That responsibility is be- 
ing assumed by the Provincial 
Government, and it is by no means 


a Pane one. 

ot all the south country has 
been dried out. Year by year the 
drought has waried in extent and 
severity. The circumstances of 
the homesteaders, and the farmers 
generally, vary according to the 
conditions which have prevailed 
in the particular locality in ‘which 
each has been operating. There 
are farmers in the southern coun- 
try who have grown wealthy. 
There are many more who are in 
comfortable circumstances. There 
are atill more who are fairly well 
placed and iin position to succeed 
if they carry on. There are others 
who have spent their time, their 
money to the last dollar, and their 
credit to the limit, and ‘who are 
actually bankrupt. 

It is only those in the latter 
class who are supposed to get the 
advantage of the privilege of 
dropping their present holdings 
and treking north. But there 
will be many outside ‘that class 
who would doubtless come if they 
were allowed to. In a general way 
every farmer in ‘the southern 
country }who has come to regard 
farming there as a risky venture 
would be under temptation to get 
out and come north if the second 
homestead privilege were open to 
him. That might be for the good 
of the migrants. It would certain- 
ly inerease the population of the 
central and northern districts ma- 
terially, by people who have been 
used to work and who should be 
willing to make the most of better 
opportunities, But there are other 
considerations involved. The Fed- 
eral and Provincial Governments 
cannot afford to become sponsors 
for a wholesale exodus from any 
partiof the Province, based upon a 
tradition that farming in that part 
is a hopeless proposition. That 
would ruin tthe (trading centres 
and all other interests in the south 
country which depend upon the 
farming community. It would 
black-list that part of the province 
for a generation. And it would 
throw a vast quantity of abandon- 
ed land into the hands of mortgage 
companies, machinery dealers, and 
other non-occupiers. : 

It ean be foreseen that the line 
will have to be very clearly drawn 
and very rigidly adhered to be- 
tween the man who really must go 
somewhere and the one who only 
wants to shift because he thinks 
he could do better somewhere else 
if he could drop his present hold- 
ing end the obligaitons jhe has 
placed upon it. The latter is able 
to take care of himself, and does 
not need Government help jor un- 
usual concessions of any kind, The 
other certainly deserves ‘a helping 
hand, at least to the extent. of be- 
ing allowed to start again as a 
homesteader under more favoring 
conditions. ‘What will be done 
with the quarter he abandons is

If they 
will not do so, they should not be 
allowed to cripple his efforts to 
establish himself in his new loca- 
tion by impossible demands for 
the early payment of claims which 
they will never be able to collect 
if he is left to stay where he is or 
to be simply turned onto the road. 


Things a Bit Mixed. 

British Ministers had to cancel 
several speaking engagements 
until they saw ‘whether the Union- 
ist caucus on Thursday would stay 
with the coalition or bolt.

That 
sounds hopeful. Judging by the 
prices we must have been getting 
them from a hot house for some 
years. 


A British View. aye 

Railway fares in England have 
been cut one-third the increase 
over pre-war rates. The manage- 
ments express hope that increased 
traffic will more than make up for 
the reduced rates. It is to be hoped 
that the new manager of the Cana- 
dian Nationelwill bring that 
method of reasoning with him 
when he comes to | take charge. 
Canadian roads have seemed to 
rather incline to the view that the 
more prohibitive their rates were 
the more money they would make. 


Why Not Publish the Despatch? 

Premier Smuts says the British 
Government did not ask the Do- 
minions to ‘join in_ hostilities 
against the Turks, but only told 
them what was going on in the 
Levant and what the prospect 
seemed tobe. Now that the crisis 
has been bridged by a compromise 
and there is no apparent danger of 
war, would it not be well to give 
the ‘public of both the old lands 
and the younger the precise facta 
regarding that momentous com- 
munication? After all the excite- 
ment they are surely entitled to 
know whether jit was a call for 
help, a request for advice. or only 
a formal fulfilment of official ob- 
ligations. , 


A Railway Tie-up? 
The shop employees of the rail- 
} 


ways are to take a vote on the 
question of accepting or rejecting 
the wage cut announced by the 
railway, managements last July. 
This apparently means that the 
negotiations between the manage- 
ments and the shopmen’s repre- 
sentatives have broken down, and 
that the alternative now is to 
accept the reduction or go on 
strike. The public are therefore 
confronted with a possibility that 
the transportation system may be 
tied up just at the peak of the 
grain movement. That is possiBle, 
but it hardly seems probable. 
Under present conditions the 
shopmen are rather likely to think 
that a job at cut pay is better than 
no job. 


The Calgary Gas Arrangement. 

Calgary is to get gas after all; 
by paying 48 cents per thousand 
feet for it. The Provineial Gov- 
ernment has consented to allow 
the gas company to lay pipe lines 
across road allowances, and the 
company has undertaken to bring 
gas from the Medicine Hat field; 
regardless of the protests from 
that city and the adjoining indus- 
tria] centre of Redcliffe. The out- 
eome was foreseeable. It was hard- 
ly to be supposed that Calgary 
would be denied a gas supply 
drawn from a distant source while 
E.dinonton jhas legislative sanction 
to secure a supply from the Wain- 
wright distriet. By the way, if 
gas can be piped 190 miles to Cal- 
gary and sold for 48 cents per 
thousand, what would be the justi- 
fication of allowing Edmonton 
consumers to be charged 50 cents 
per thousand for gas piped half 
that distance?

The empire is fortun- | 
ate in being able to avail itself of | 
his services. | | 

To Liberals it must be a matter | 
of regret that Conservative princi- | 
ples as held by Bonar Law rather.) 
than Liberal principles as held by | 
Mr. Asquith will shape imperial | 
policy for a time at least. But it 
is better, even from a Liberal point | 
of \view, that there should be a 
consistent policy of some sort 
framed in the honest belief that it 
is for the best interests of the em- | 
pire, rather than the lack of either 
policy or principle that has pre- 
veiled under the premiership of 
Lloyd George. It js safe to say | 
that in thé Tory history of the | 
responsible Government in Britain | 
the late premier was the only one}

in his direction of the nation’s af- 
fairs. Others fought for principle | 
and went down and out with the 
defeat of their principles. Lloyd | 
George changed his principles 
whenever he thought it ne¢essary 
to avoid.defeat. In 1918 he was 
elected on tthe slogan of ‘‘Hang| 
the Kaiser’’ and ‘‘ Make Germany 
Pay.’ Today the late kaiser. is | 
about to celebrate his second mar- | 
riage and IJoyd George has devot- | 
ed his best endeavors during the | 
past three years to relieving Ger- | 
many from her war ‘payments, | 
In 1909 he made his celebrated | 
Limehouse speech, in which he| 
was the first British statesman to | 
raise the standard of class hatred | 
-—the poor against the rich. Only | 
three days ago fhis conservative | 
lieutenant, Austen Chamberlain, | 
made an exactly similar speech, | 
but reversed on his behalf, raising | 
the standard of hate by the (rich | 
against the poor in the hope of | 
holding for him the support of the | 
Tory aristocracy; fortunately | 
without avail. | 
His resignation illustrates the | 


truth of Lincoln’s alleged saying: |' 


‘You may fool all the people | 
‘‘some of the time, and some of the | 
‘tpeople all the time; but you 
‘fean’t fool all the people all the | 
“time,”

Winnipeg, Oct .19—There te be 
a pause in big business today and both 


buying and selling was fess active on the 
local wheat market. The market opened 
steady and the epread of vatues through- 
out the session was somewhat narrow, but 
with a generally easier tendency. 

The May future was 
strength today than the other positions, 
reflecting the buying both by spreaders 
and shippers. The clese ranged from %c 
higher for Muy to 1e Jower for July. 

The coarse grain markets were all 
showing some uneasiness today after he- 
ing quite fair around the opening. The 
trade was not heavy. 

There wae no improvement in the trans- 
portation situation and as a result 766,000 
bushels of number 1 northern wheat went 
through the clearing house today. There 
was, however, a good demand in numbers
